“The PLO's presence and 
weight in the international arena, 
where it is recogiused by 127 
states as to sole legitimate repre- 
sentative of to Palestinian peo- 
ple, will not be affected by the 
American action,” Abdul Rah- 
man said. 

He added that the head of the 
PLO office in Washington would 
contest to closure in the Amer- 


ican courts.

Thfou^iont foe sessions there 
were strong arguments, voiced 
particularly by some Egyptians 
and Kuwaitis, wbidi callM for 
the expansion of the democratic 
freedoms and popular partidpa- 
tiou in the Arab world, foe pur- 
suit of an independent devdop- 
tnent course, as well as the en-* 
dorsement of a long-tenn strategy 
based on the premises that tM 
U.S. and Israel "were strategic 
enemies of foe Arab nation.'* 
But there were also voices 
which defended the prevailing 


participants sought to outline foe 
dangers confronting the Arab 
Wond and the baas of a unified 
Arab strategy. 

Tlie conference, entitled "Tlie 
Arab Order The Cnirent Situa- 
tion and the Futnre Challenges,*' 
is the first of hs Idnd, and has 
been jointlv ontanised by foe 
Univeisity of Jordan Centre for 
Strategic Studies and the Egyp- 
tian AJ Ahram Centre for Po&tic- 
al and Strategic Studies. Conse- 
quently, all the papers have been 
pr^aivd by professors from the 
umversi^ or Jordan and Egyp- 
tian scholars and strategic 
thinkers. 

Other particqiants represent a 
number of Arab countries indud- 
ing, Sudan, Kuwait, Bahrain, 
Iraq, Libya, and LebanoxL The 
subjects discussed in foe confer- 
ence covered foe modem histo^ 
of foe Arab Worid, its economic, 
development, and its defence 
challenges and capabilities. 

All the issues and papers, 
however, were presented within 
the comprehensive context of the 
“Arab Order.** 

Although foe partidpants did 
not seem to agru on a mcific 
definition of the Arab Order, 
they all endorsed the idea that foe 
prevailing Arab Order started 
Mth the formation of the Arab 
League hi 1945. 

In the partidpants* view, the 
Arab League, ‘has so far been 
the politic framework of the 
Arab Order.'* General assess- 
ments and views expressed 
foroughout the first two days of 
the conference reflected a con- 
sensus that the Arab 
"OOUld not and «tfll f amain* iwmiKIa 
to represent and r^ect the Arab 
goals and asf^tions towards in- 
temtioa and nnity.'* 

Qiticism of the Arab Le^e, 
however, was not directly aimed 
at the body per se, as mocb as 
citing foe oiganisation to reflect 
the prevailing splits, dirisions, 
and lade of consensus io foe Arab 
Worid.

On Monday, a group of Uni- 
versity of Jord^ histonans, pro- 
fessors, and researchers pre> 
seated four historical analysis 
papers covering the period from 
1914-1987. The papm explored 
the historical back^imd of the 
'modem Arab Order, the faaois 
which contributed to its shaping, 
induding the British and Frenra 
roles, and developments which 
followed the formation of the 
Arab League. 

During Wednesday's morning 
session. Egyptian political eco- 
nomists presented two papers on 
foe economic developments and 
changes in the Arab World within 
the perspective of Arab national 
seenriw. The papers outlined foe 
main features of the economic 
deveiopmeat process in the Arab 
World, and pointed out the man- 
ifestations of and stressed foe 
dangers of economic surveillance 
and dependency. Thw also ex- 
plored the native eflects of the 
regional conflicts as well as inter- 
divisions on economic de- 
velopment and emphasised the 
link between economic develop- 
ment and national security. 

During the evening session on 
Wednesday, Egyptian miJitafy 
strategies presented a paper enti- 
tled "The Arab Oraer Under 
Threat,** in which the military 
aspects and dimensions of the 
current and future challenges 
were stressed. 

A number of Jordanian and 
Egyptian military personnel 
attended aU foe (&cussions and 
actively participated in the de- 
bates, especially on defence 
issues.

Police chiefs conference ends 

Meeting calls for security to play greater role 
in national development 

By a Jordan Times Staff Reporter 

AMMAN Arab police chiefs wound up two days 
of discussions on Wednesday calling for direct 
participation by security apparata in drawing up 
nation^ sodo-economic development plans of indi- 
vidual Arab states as a first step towards eliminatmg 
root causes of crime. 


"Development planning can- 
not be complete and accurate if 
the security aspects related to the 
scheme are not considered," said 
one of the conference’s recom- 
mendations. 

These two sug^tions were 
based on the detailed discussions 
on the relationship between de- 
velopment and comprehensive 
security, a subject which was 
given keen attention by key 
speakers and experts attending 
the meeting. 

One of the papers submitted to 
the conference on this theme 
suggested a dose relationship be- 
tween behavioural delinquendes 
and a regress in the country's 
socio-economic standartis. 
Hence, bridging the gap between 
each sodety’s living standards, 
combating ^verty, and increas- 
ing citizens' educational stan- 
ds^ were suggested as remedies 
to decrease foe rate of crime. 

The 12tb Conference for Arab 
Police Chiefs was opened on 
Tuesday with a keynote address 
firom His Royal Hidiness Crown 
IMnce Hassan. the Regent. In his 
speech, the Regent called for 
pan-Arab cooperation in security 
matters to consolidate foe re- 
gion’s position in fadng the 
numerous foreais challenging it. 
The Crown Prince said pohee, the 
judidaiy, and foe various eovem- 
ment departments should com- 
bine efforts to ensure security, 
legitimacy, and supremacy of law 
and to guarantee human and indi- 
vidual rights. 

The event was sponsored by 
the Arab League's (3oundl of 
Arab Interior Ministers. 

Topics of the seminar's work- 
ing a^nda touched on assessing 


and foe implemented resolutions 
of former conferences, foe con- 
cept of comprehensive security, 
the role of foe police in investiga- 
tion and in protecting archaedo- 
gi(^ sites, means of encoura gin g 
private and public institutions in 
combating crime, and subjects to 
be discusred during the forthcom- 
ing meetine of the International 
Police Organisation (IN- 
TERPOL). 

Tbe senior police delegations 
praised Jordan's success "in im- 
plementing foe concept of com- 
prehensive security, where police 
stations assume partial sodal ser- 
vices in addition to providing 
security, and called on member 
countnes to adopt a similar 
strategy within their different 
capabflities and security limits. 

On the role of police and inves- 
tigation. the conferees called on 
partidpating countries to give 
more attention in selecting high- 
ly-qualified crime invesugation 
teams. 

To offer incentive for public 
‘and private assodations in fight- 
ing crime, the meeting callea on 
member delegates to develop 
their policies on education, 
mefoa, culture, and sodo-econo- 
mics to help foe public combat 
crime. 

The establishment of councils 
for halting crime, grouping secur- 
ity and other representatives of 
foe various institutions involved 
in crime prevention, was called 
for by the meeting. 

The delegations unanimously 
supported a suggestion to nomin- 
ate ^blic Security Department 
(PSD) Director Lieutenant- 
General Abdul Hadi Al Majali to 
represent foe Asia region for the

position of deputy president for 
the Paris-based INTERPOL. 
They also endorsed naming a 
Sudanese police candidate to rep- 
resent the African area in IN- 
TERPOL'S executive committee. 
These two nominations will be 
supported by foe member delega- 
tions during' the 56th forthcoming 
meeting of INTERPOL. 

On "the works of foe Arab 
Sports Federation for Police, a 
recommendation called on each 
member couniiy to maintain an 
active participation in the 
league's activities. 

In addition, they dedded to 
hold foe 13th conference for 
Arab police chiefs in Tunisia dur- 
ing the same period next year. 

In his speech to the closing 
session. Lt.-Gen. Majali, presi- 
dent of foe current conference 
session, expressed bis gratitude

Abstract paintings by Syrian artist 
form unusual and engaging exhibit

AMMAN — A new season under 
the directorship of M. Guy Sen- 
zier begins at the French Cultural 
Centre this week with an exhibi-. 
tion by Syrian artist Mustafa 
Chaaban. 

Entitled "Le Regard Sing- 
ulier," tbe 26 abstract, punst 
paintings represent an unusual 
departure for this normally 
figurative painter. The painting 
are composed of carerally-ren- 
dered geometrical shapes in only 
three colours — red, white and 
black — that interaa to produce 
either complex or simple, almost 
minimalist designs of a two- 
dimensional cbaracter. Taken as 
a whole, they form a striking and 
arresting combination, indi- 
vidually, some works are more 
engaging than others, particularly 



those where off-set squares jostle 
with the frame of the pain ' 


where dynamic lines taper of 
together in streamlined unison, 
or where foe black ^es the 
illusion of shadows and depth. 

This collection for Chaaban bas 
been an e^riment; and, mfo 
the extuliition, this phase in his 
artistic deveic^ment now seems 
complete.

way to approach foe figure, to 
which he says be is returning. 

Abstract art does not require 
any meaning, alfoou^ some ab- 
stract artists do emphasise it. 
Perhaps, ^alevitdi's "White on 
White*' marked tbe farthest limit 
of luting’s escape from its de- 
pictive rote. But when art does 
not possess meaning, it runs the 
risk of being dry andunsatisfying. 

"This is, in fact, the case wifo 
some of Chaaban’s work. Alro,

IN MANY ways it is gratifying and comforting to note that the 
forei^ ministers of the Enropean Community (EC) have 
criticised Israel for resamii^ its poKcy of estahlishii^ settle" 
ments in the occupied Arab territmles. In thdr most recent 
merting in Brussds, they had this to say abont the con^stent 
Israeli policy of creatii^ &cts in Arab lands: “Hiey (the 
fore^ ministers of the European Commnnify) consider that 
every new and every existing settlement is in violation <MF 
international law and call upon Ae Israeli government to put 
an end to tbe illc^ P<dky settlemmit in the occupied 
territories.'* This &^-ever coUective pronouncemoit by tbe 
l^’s foreign ministers is certainly wdcome and encoura^i^ 
nev». Yet one would have anticipated that the voice of Europe 
oa this issue would be louder and clearer. After all, with the 
supopowers enga^ng themselves in dire competition to gain 
influoice in tiie Middle East, vying for conM of events in 
wdo- to secure fm* themselves strat^ic footholds in the r^on, 
It is only natural and logical to expect Europe to play a more 
decisive role m the Middle East politics, with a view towards 
securing stabilify and durable peace amoi% tbe bdl^erent 
countries. 

Moreover, we in the Middle East expect EC stands to be 
stroi^ and aggressive, as Israel is known to be obstinate and 
certainly unamenable to friendly persuasion. Otherwise, the 
hononrable and sound positions of the EC might be sosp^ of 
bring notbh^ more than rhetmic. Tbe geographic proximity of 
Enr^ to the Middle East puts it in a nnique position to 
influence and affect events in our n^ion. 

There is a tranendous concentration ^power within the EC, 
botii politicail and economic, which must be tapped and utilised 
for t^ cause peace and stability. A few we^ agpt tbe EC 
took a daring stand gainst Israel’s rrinsal to allow direct 
export of agricultuial produce from tbe West Bank and Gaza 
Strip to Western Europe. Thoogh Israel did not budge on this 
issue either, tbe weight of Europe is bring felt more and nuMre 
by Israeli p^cy makers. What we reamimend is (hm Western 
Europe use, fiiUy, its dont, both economic and political, to 
influence the decision-making process in Israel wito r^ard to 
the issues of war and peace in the Middle East. There are 
fmmidable commercial and finanpial links between the EC and 
Israel, and, thus far, Israel has been acotrded various 
privileges and favoured treatment by the EC. If the EC decides 
to use Its coUective power for the positive cause of peace and 
stability in onf regjon, we believe that it may succeed where tbe 
U.S. aiid the Soviet Union have 

We cannot agree more with the EC’s assesanent that Jewish 
sritlements on Arab lands jeopardise the prospects for peace 
between Israel and its neighbours, and that progress towards a 
jort and lastii^ peace depends on the creation of a riimate of 
confidenoe betw^ tbe parties to the coaOict, In'tius view, one 
•vrould have thought that the EC would have condemned. In the> 
stroi^est tmns last webk's Israeli bombing of 'Ain A1 Hilweh 
Palestinian refugee camp, killii^ scores ^ innocent Palesti- 
nians. Peace between peoples starts in the hearts and minds of 
the peoples affected. Killing and iajurii^ Palestinian children, 
and innocent men and women, is anything but co^ucive to 
confidence-boilding between the Arabs and Is^. There is no- 
doubt that the EC appreciates this point; therefore, we expect 
from tbe EC a bold and courageous position on every occasion . 
that warrants its intervention. This year's session of tbe U.N. 
General Assonbly is a propitious occarion for the EC to let its 
voice be heard louder and clearer above the damour.

PRINCE Hassan in a speech to the Arab Strategic conference placed

As a result big gaps and holes have been left 
uncovered, thus opening the way for foreign powers to penetrate 
Arab ranks. To end the impasse Prince Hassan urged tbe Arab 
Nation to embark on strengthening their coUective security which 
could be accomplished through political, cultural and economic 


cooperation. Close cooperation among Arab states will allow the 
nation to protect its achievements and safeguard its interests, and 
also foil all the hostile conspiracies being hatched by the enemies of 


the Arab Nation. Tbe Prince pointed out that the Israelis and the 
Iranians share one goal and that is the domination of tbe Arab 
World. Iran tries to achieve its objectives the name of Islam while 
Israel strives to perpetuate its occupation of Arab territory as part of 
providing service to Western interests. Prince Hassan urged Arab 
states to rise to the level of responsibility and pool their resouioes in 
the face of the common danger.

YOU’VE beard it all before — 
solar power is clean; usefiil and 
la^ indefinitely. So why do we 
still have oudear.and fb^bnni- 
ingpower stations? Answer solar 
power is not as dieap oreffident 
enon^. The cost oi making so- 
Iw-powered electric celb is ttx> 
bi^ and the smdigbt too cfiffise to 


Dse effectivdy. Yes, there are 
9edal uses like soace vehicles 


. qiedal uses like space vehicles 
and tow powered cuculators and 
watches. But power stations are a 
completely mfferent kettle of 
fish. 

Yet slowly and surely solar 
cdls are dos^ in on their old 
competitors. 1 m technology is 
arcroadimg the stage at wnicfa- 
muKon-watt power statums could 
be built, perh^ iw the end of 
the centu^. Two different break- 
throughs are casting solar enerCT 
in a new l^t. New material 
b^ed on gH^ or alk^ are 
rmring the effidency or solar 
cells. . And . although reflecting 
sunlight witii mirrors on to solar 
cells IS too expensive, there cOuld 
be a complet^ new way of fun- 
nelling li^t efraently on to solar 
cells, usmg a technique more 
familiar to illiuninated fountains 
and fluorescent watches. 


The new solar tedihoh^ is 
veering away from the tradittonal 
sihcon oystal cells.' Tbese were 
made of laiae crystals of silicon 
slio^ into sfitiiers, which tended 
to waste sinlight by reflecting it. 
But silicon made into a ^iss 
made of a jumUed mass of atoms 
instead of a regular crystal — 
absorbs much more light, the 
cells mu be made tiunner and 
cbetmer. Several companies in 
the U.S. and Jap^ are already 
makmg commercial modules of 
amonmous sflicon up to four 
square foot 

Alternatively, new semicon- 
dnctoT alloys with exotic names 
such as ct^per indium ffiselenide, 
cadmhnn - telluride mid gallium 
arsenide or alloys of siUxn gia« 
cmnbined with or germa- 
nium or nitrogen a whole 
range of new c^: Thin wafers of 
these could be stacked one on top 
of another to make nune use m 
the light spectrum. Fot instance, 
the top one could collect blue 
light, the ceil below collects red 
light, and so on. The resulting 
module could then be arranged in 
sheets. 

As for collectme the sunlight , 
tiie breaktbough here is in cou- 
{riing two different phenomena — 
total internal reflection of light, 
and fluorescence. 

Just over 100 years ago, the 
English physicist J<^ lyndall 
shone a be^ of light through a 
jet of water poureoMt sideways 
from a flask. As the water bent 


downwards, so the lu^t inside 
curved with it — the first scien- 
tific demonstration of total inter- 
nal reflection. The edges of the 
water jet trapped the l^t beams 
Inside, by boundng them back 
inside each time, they tried to 
escape. The trick is to shine the 
light from the inside of the water. 

Now instead of water, take a 
sheet of solid tran^Mrent glass or 


plastic. Tb^ also trap hght by 
total internal reflection, provided 
the light shines in at a crucial 
angle. And there's the probldn 
— getting the angle of light ju^' 
right. But dope the material with 
a fluorescent diemical, and you 


have a light source already sitting 
inside the elass/plastia ^en the 


inside the glass/plastia ^en the 
sun shines, the dye glows, and 
much of its fluorescence is trap- 
ped by total internal reflection. 

The same phenomenon alM 
ixpes and concentrates the light 
to tile edges of the sheet where a 
strip of solar cell below collects 
the intense light. And there you 
have a luminescent solar concen- 
trator. 

Catd) is that the fluorescent- 
dye absorbs some light without 
reflecting it, and it also deterio- 
rates in sunlight. But the Cennan

Already solar costs are down to 
30 cents per kilowatt-hour. At the 
same rate of progress, solar costs 
are expected to reach 8 cents per 
kilowatt-hour by 1995.

Indonesia acts to protect

JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia has 
introduced tougher licensing and 
monitoring procedures to protect 
its workers overseas after aile^- 
tions tiiat some housemaids in 
Saudi Arabia were maltreated or 
sexuaDy abused, a senior official 
said. 

There are 150,0(X) Indonesians 
working In Saudi Arabia, most of 
them employed as maids and 
drivers. 

Mr. Sucopo Ynwono, secreta^ 
general of the manpower minis- 
said the government was fil- 
ing steps to mininiise the risks of 
eimlo;^ent overseas. 

He told Indonesian reporters 
on Tiiesday that the government 
had too^^ed Ucenri^ 
dures for agendes which found 
woiic for Xndonedans abroad, was 
stepping ' up monitoribg of the 
agendes’ activities, and was 
trying to prepare workers better 
before they left the country. 


In tile longer term, he said, the 
government's objective was to 
promote the employment of 
semi-skilled males, instead of 
maids. 

He said tiie poli^ was paying 
off and the number of problem 
cases reported to Indonesian 
embassies abroad had been cut by 
half. 

The Indonesian government 
has dedded against restricting the 
number of mose sent abroad, 
saying they are a usefnl source of 
foreign exchange for the country 
and only a few encountered proti- 
lems. 

Muslim religious leaders and 
the Indonesian Chamber of Com- 
merce have suggested a ban on 
sending maids to Saudi Arabia 
after allegations over the past two 
years some maids were maltre- 
ated and sexually abused by their 
Arab employers.

U.S. banks 
lose record 
$10 biUion 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. 
oommeida] banks reported re- 
cord losses of $10.6 billion be- 
tween April and June mainly 
because of problem loans to 
Third World countries, the gov- 
ernment said on Tuesday. 

The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Coip (FDIC) said the loss was the 
result of the nation’s largest 
banks setting aside huge reserves 
from their profits to cover poten- 
tial losses on the loans to de- 
veloping countries. 

For the year ^ a whole, profits 
at the nation’s 14,000 commerdal 
banks are likely to be the lowest 
since 1934, FDIC offidals said at 
a news conference. 

The second-quarter loss was 
expected since mdividual banks 
had already reported quarterly 
finandal results that reflected the 
impact of the loan-loss provi- 
sions. 

' '"PDIC Chrinnan'WnBain Seid-" 
man said the industry had prob- 
ably passed its worst quarter. The 
Large provisions against loan los- 
ses would not be repeated and 
may have strengthened the indus- 
tiy in the long run, he said. 

However, he said banks were 
continuing to fefl at a record rate, 
r^ecting the impact of regional 
economic problems on small 
banks. 

A total of 126 banks have failed 
so for this year, compared to 138 
in 1^, with the greatest number 
in ihe southwest and midwest.

At the same time, it said, net 
private international lending to 
developing countries, which had 
been shritong since the onset of 
the debt crisis in 1982, fell even 
more in 1986. 

“In the fuel exporting coun-, 
tries, the loss of revenue from' 
lower oil prices led to cutbacks in 
government ejq)endituFes and in 
imports, espedally for those 
countries witb a limited capacity 
to borrow or to liquidate foreign 
assets,” it said. 

On the positive side, the report 
noted that the decline in interna- 
tional interest rates during 1986 
eased the pressnn on devrioping 
countries with a large amount or 
floating rate debt. 

“For a number of oil importing 
developing countries, notably 
some Asian eroorters of manu- 
factures, the dedine in interest 
rates and oil prices permitted an 
easing of restrictive fiscal stances 
and tne achievement of improved 
creditworthiness throng reserves 
accumulation and drot repays 
ments," the report said. 

The report noted that these 
benefits did not extend to low- 
income countries in Africa, which 
incurred sizeable losses in enxnt 
receipts and in assodated fiscal 
revenues, although the imj>le’ 
mentation of structural adjust- 
ment measures in these countries 
a^geared to have strengthened in 

The IMF said that a plan to 
forge doser links between the 
economic polides of top indust- 
rial nations may be in danger of 
stalling almost before it. gets 
"started.

I SEOUL (AP) — The trade and

$51 billion, up 15.9 per cent from 
this year's adjusted tai^ of $44 
billion, officials said Tuesday. 

The minist^ officials said the- 
government aims at $45 billion in 
unports, which would leave a 
trade surplus of $6 billion next 
year. 

To help anain the export 
target, officials said the govern- 
ment plans to provide incentives 
such as stabilising the exchange 
rate of Korea's won currency 
against the U.S. dollar at the 


present level, maintaining export 
support financing and providing 
tax breaks and tariff cuts. 

Washington has been pressur- 
ing Korea to let the won appreci- 
ate 10 help reduce its growine 
trade surplus with the United 
Stales, which stood at 57.3 billion 
last year. 

The ministry officials said the 
government’s planned measures 
are necessary to help Korean 
industries rebuild export com- 
petitiveness that nas been 
weakened by sharp wage hikes 
resulting from a recent wave of 
strikes.

Indian general promises to protect 
Sri Lankans from militant Tigers

COLOMBO (R) — A top Indian general promised 
on Wednesday to protect Sri Tiank^ from marand- 
ing Tamil militants who massacred 75 people. 


But General Depinder Singh, 
commander of the Indian army's 
Southern Command, gave no 
assurance that his peace-keeping 
troops would disarm the mnmen. 
Gen. Singh, who is Based in 


Madras, told dvic leaders in Sri 
Lanka's eastern distria of Batti- 
caloa he was ready to send extra 
troops to prevent more massacres 
by the militant Tamil Tigers 
group. 

He flew in to meet 40 Tamil 
and Muslim dvic leaders soon 
after suspected Tigeis gunmen 
claimed another victim, with the 
murder of a iocd government 
offldal in the tense dstrict. 

Simaltaneously, SOO angry 
women and schoolchildren para- 
ded throu^ Battkaloa to protest 
at the violenoe between the rival 
Tamil groups that has daimed 
nearly 150 lives in north and 
eastern Sri Lanka in two weeks. 

Hie killings have aroused feais 
for the future of the island's 
seven-week-old peace acc^ that 
ended four years of fightiim be- 
tween Tamil separatists ana^iv- 
ernment for^. 


The mardieis' shouted and 
waved banners saying “don’t kill 
mnocent people,'’ “keep the 
peace” and ‘’settle problems” as 
they passed Tigers office in the 
dty, a Reuter photogr^rher re- 
ported. 

A partidpant at the meeting 
told Renters Gen. Singh gave no 
gcgirancft that his peace-keeping 
troops would seize arms the mili- 
tants have failed to surrender 
under the peace pact. 

Gen. Singh is the superior 
officer of Maj.-Gen. Harkirat 
Singh, commander of 8,000 Indi- 
an soldiers sent to enforce the 
lodo-Sri Lankan pact and super- 
vise the surrender of weapons by 
Tamil groups. 

The militants have surrendered 
only part of their arsenals and the 
vioience between them has pot 
the Indians under mounting 
pressure to go out and seize the 
rest.

“Some people fired at the Indi- 
an peacekeeping force on patrol 
and we fired oa^,” the diplomat 
said. 

She said no Indian soldier was 
wound^ in the incident at Eia- 
vur villa^ just north of Battica- 
loa City but bad no farther de- 
tails. 

However, the clash did not 
mean the 8,000 Indian troops in 
Sri Lanka were now going to ^ at 
any armed militants they saw, she 
said. 

Police said about 20 Tigers who 
were dragging away fom mem- 
bers of the rival People’s Libera- 
tion Organisation of Tamil Eelam 
^LOTE) at Indian soldiers 
sent on patrol to Eravur after 
Sunday's massacres across Batti- 
caloa district. 

The Indians fought back, 
wounding a Tiger who they 
arrested with two others. 

The rest fled, police said. 

However, the Indian diplo- 
mat’s comments appeared to indi- 
cate that the troops were not 
about to start a footing war 
against the Hgers, who received 
Indian backing before the peace 
accord and were the most power- 
ful Tamil group. 


U.S. department ‘lax’ with nuclear technology 


WASHINGTON (R) — Coun- 
tries developing midear weapons 
have routinely gained sensitive 
nuclear technology brause of lax 
security rules at the U.S. Energy 
Department, aocordi^ to a con- 
gressional report. 

The highly critical report, 
d the General A^unting 
ice (GAO), the investigative 
arm of Congress, found that 
“countries that pose a prolifera- 
tion or security risk Foutinely 
obtain reprocessing information^' 
published by the Department Of 
Energy (DOE).

'Plutonium is an 
essential and difficult to obtain 
element -needed for nuclear 
weapons. 

“The £oe/gy Department has 
been routinely tranmning -sensi- 
tive technology to other nations, 
which would help them in mano- 
facturine a nuclear bomb,” said 
Sen. wuliam Proxmire, a 
oonsin Democrat who a^ ked for 
the probe. 

“The nations that have been 
able to cash in on DOE’s lax 
security procedures tndude the 
ones that have given the United 
States some of its biggest prolif- 


eration headaches — the People’s 
Republic of China, India, Iraq 
and Pakistan,” said Sen. Prox- 
mire, a member of the Senate 
Defence Appropriations Sub- 
committee. 

The report ched, as an exam- 
ple, 258 reports and articles bn

Hackers break into NASA computer 


FRANKFURT, West Germany 
(AP) — Computer hackers broke 
into the U.S. space agency's worl- 
dwide data network throughout 
the summer and gathered secret 
information on space shuttle pro- 
jecu and rocket failures. West 
German media has said. 

News reports said young West 
Germans joined regular access to 
at least 2U computers of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) and had 
the ability to paralyse the entire 
network. 

The ARD Television Network 
said a flaw in the network's secur- 
ity system allowed the hackers to 


enter the network from May to 
September. 

Hackers are computer enthu- 
siasts who often try to break into 
private computer systems for the 
challenge or for criminal .gain.! 

The NASA system connects 
more than l.o00 computers worl- 
dwide that share information on 
space research, nuclear physics 
and molecular biology. ARD said 
in a report broadcast Tuesday 
night. 

The network includes U.S. ato- 
mic research facilities in Los Ala- 
mos. New Mexico. 

In Washington. NASA said in 


a statement that the tapped net- 
work provides undassified informa- 
tion to university and industry 
researchers. 

“We know of no classified in- 
formation which can be accessed 
through the network.” the state- 
ment said. 

The statement said NASA uses 
a number of computer networks 
with varying degrees of security 
to provide “appropriate- indi- 
viduals” with access to data. 

The Hamburg-based magazine 
Stern reported information simi- 
lar to the ARD report in advance 
telexed to news media Tuesday. 


Pope visits 
Los Angeles 

LOS ANGELES (R) — Pope 
John Paul swept into America s 
movie cafHtal with all the style of 
a seasoned trouper, but he sternly 
warned media leaders that God 
would hold them responsible for 
any abuse of their power. 

In a packed sixth day of his 
U.S. tour, the Pope Tuesday had 
a poignant encounter wim an 
armless young man whose p^- 
formance, playing a guitar with 
bis toes, brought tears to the 
Pontiffs eyes. 

Los Angeles, America’s big- 
gest Roman Catholic diocese, 
gave the Pope the warmest wel- 
come of his tour. 

Up to a million people turned 
out to greet him with hundreds of 
balloons in the Vatican colours of 
yellow and white, and 100,000 
more attended an evening mass in 
a dant baseball stadium. 

The emotional high point 
of (be Pope’s day and possibly of 
the whole tour was a meeting 
with 2S-year-old Tony Melendez, 
an armless man who played guitar 
at a question-and-answer session 
with the Pontiff and 8,000 young 
people. 

The Pope, clearly moved, 
jumped from a stage to embrace 
and kiss an overwhelmed Melen- 
dez. 


Ariane launches 2 satellites 


after successful take off 

With less than two hours to 
solve the problem before it be- 
came impossible to launch the 
two satellites stored inside the 
rocket, technicians in Kourou 
and at the European Space Agen- 
cy's base in France worked in a 
frenzy to detect tbe fault. 

“We finally worked out that 
the circuit w'as faulty and that 
there was absolutely no problem 
with the rocket so we let her go,” 
said one launch official. 

The rocket was finally laun- 
ched with only two minutes to 
spare before the “launch win- 
dow” closed after a 90-minute 
delay. 

Satellite operators cheered and 
a^Iauded in the Kourou Space 
^ntre control room, as Austra- 
lian and Western European tele- 
communications satellites were 
slipped into orbit. 


KOUROU. French Guiana (R) 
— The European space rocket 
Ariane launched two telecom- 
munication satellites into orbit on 
Tuesday, in a perfect mission that 
officials said w’ould restore confi- 
dence in Europe's space industry 
after a IS-month enforced delay. 

The 5U-metre high rocket thun- 
dered into the tropical night skies 
of South America from its jungle 
launch pad at 9:45 p.m. (0045 
GMT), after a technical hitch 
came within two minutes of forc- 
ing a 48-hour postponement of 
the mission. 

“We were holding our breath, 
but at last we made it." said a 
jubilant Frederick d'Allest. presi- 
dent of Arianespace. 

A faulty electrical circuit giving 
false information forced the 
countdown to be stopped six mi- 
nutes before the scheduled 
launch.

U.N. conference agrees on 
treaty to protect ozone layer 


MONTREAL (R) — United Na- 
tions members agreed on Tues- 
day on a historic ract aimed at 
protecting the eartn's protective 
ozone layer by restricting produc- 
tion of a common chemical used 
in aerosol sprays. 

Scientists believe that emis- 
sions of the chemical — chlorof- 
hiorocarbons. commonly known 
as CFCTS — must be significantly 
cut to prevent what could be 
catastrophic changes in climate 
and dramatic increases in skin 
cancer over the next 50 years, 
U.N. science specialist Peter 
Usher said. 

CFCS are used around the 


world in aerosol ^rays. nefiiger- 
ators and air conditioners, iii styr- 
ofoam containers and foam in- 
sulation, and as solvents for 
cleaning computer parts. , 

Scientists believe they drift to 
the stratosphere. 10 to 30 miles 
(16 to 50 kilometres) above the 
earth's surface, where they de- 
compose and erode the ozone 
layer — a frasjle layer of gas that 
filters out the sun's dangerous 
ultraviolet rays.

Sessions wins unanimous 
Senate approval as FBI chief 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
has unanimously approved Presi- 
dent Ronald Reu^n’s nomina- 
tion of U.S. distnet Judge Wil- 
liam. S. Sessions of Texas as FBI 
director. 

Sessions' overwhelming con- 
firmation by tbe full Senate was 
exDKted later this week. 

The committee's voice vote 
approval of Sessions' nomination 
came during a brief, midday 
break in its first day of hearings 
on Mr. Reagan's selection of 
Robert H. Bork to become a 
supreme court justice. 

“Judge ^ssions' extensive law 
enforcement experience, his com- 
mitnient to the rule of law and his 
strong moral character exemplify 
the type of person who should 
lead the FBI,'' said Sen. Joseph 
R. Biden, a Democrat, the com- 
mittee chairman. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy said 
Sessions was an “outstanding 
choice” to succeed William If 
Webster, who left in May after 
nine years as chief to tecome 
director of the CIA after the 
death of William J. Casey. 

Sen. Kennedy said Sessions, 
chief judge of tbe U.S. district 
court in San Antonio, Texas, had 
made a “very favourable impress- 
ion” at a one-day confirmation 
hearing last week with his prom- 
ise to maintain the FBI's inde- 
pendence from political interfer- 


ence. 

Sessions was so popular a 
choice among Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike that Biden issued 
a statement announcing unani- 
mous approval of Sessions before 
the judiciary committee had 
actually voted. 

Sessions. 57. a former govern- 
ment prosecutor and section chief 
in the criminal division of the 
Justice Department, was 
appointed to a life term on the 
bench by President Ford in 1974. 

Meanwhile embattled Judge 
Robert Bork. President Reagan’s 
choice for a key supreme court 
vacancy, has defended his con- 
troversial views on abortion, civil 
rights and individual freedoms. 

Bork. under assault from liber- 
als for his perceived right-wing 
activism, got a boost at the start 
of his Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee’s confirmation hearing on 
Tuesday with un endorsement 
from former President Gerald 
Ford. 

The rare appearance before a 
congressional committee by a for- 
mer or sitting president hi^Iight- 
ed the vitd nature of Bork's 
nomination for Mr. Reagan. 

With the nine-justice eourt split 
between conservative and more 
liberal judges, Bork, if con- 
firmed. could provide a crucial 
swing vote, tilting the court to the 
right for the first time in 30 years 
and keeping it there for decades. 


Pentagon to speed up 
‘Star Wars’ research 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
Pentagon is preparing to speed up 
research on President Reagan's 
“Star Wars'* anti-missile plan de- 
spite Soviet oijections to the 
programme. UJS. Defence offi- 
cials said on Tuesday. 

They said Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger planned to 
announce his decision this week 
on recommendations by Penta- 
gon experts to speed 'work in 
several kev areas of the Scrate^c 
Defence Initiative (SDl). com- 
monly known as “Star Wars.” 

The ofticials, who asked not to 
be identified, spoke with Reuters 
as Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze held 
meetings in Washington with Pres- 
ident Reagan and other U.S. 
officials on nuclear arms control 
and other issues. 

The Defence officials denied 
published reports that an 


announcement of tbe latest SDI 
move was being delayed until 
later in the week, after Mr. She- 
vardnadze and his high-level par- 
ty leave Washington, to protect 
Soviet sensibilities. 

“The raper work is simply not 
ready. Mr, Weinberger doesn't 


operate like that” saidone Penta- 
gon offidal. 

“Both the president and the 
secretaiy are detemWd that we 
go ahead with SDI despite Soviet 
objections — objections wfaidi 
the secretary pomted out tins 
week are “blatant hypocrisy’,” 
said another official. 

Tbe United States has been 
conducting research for four 
years into possible ground and 
space-based weapons which could 
lead to deployment of at least a 
prelimiaary srotem to shoot down 
attacking nuclear missiles as early 
as the mid-199Qs.
